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Exposed: The 
remarkable 
plan to flood 
county to 
save London

ASTONISHING government documents 
uncovered for the first time in 30 years 
have revealed how ministers considered 
flooding parts of Kent to save London 
from a tidal surge. 

If the remarkable plan had been given 
the nod, low-level land would have 
been submerged, putting the lives of 
countless people living along the coast 
at risk and seeing some parts of our 
county lost to the sea forever. 

And it would have needed to have 
been done so swiftly, there would not be 
time available to ensure a full evacua¬ 
tion of those areas hit. 

Details were revealed for the first time 
this week in papers released by the Na¬ 
tional Archives. 

It shows an official memo to then- 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher dis¬ 


cussing how to tackle an industrial dis¬ 
pute at Teeside Docks in 1982, which 
threatened to halt the crucial develop¬ 
ment of the Thames Barrier; the city’s 
key flood defences. 

Ministers warned of the devastating 
impact on London should the barrier 
not be completed and a catastrophic 
tidal surge occur. 

It was described as potentially the 
most “damaging natural disaster liable 
to affect these islands” with fears of 
looting, civil disorder and the death of 
hundreds. 

Flooding low-level parts of Kent and 
Essex, it seemed, was a better option. 

The documents outline plans to work 
with unions to end the dispute and put 
pressure on the Greater London Council 
to assist the Government. 

But ministers stated that should this 
prove unsuccessful, a last-ditch attempt

to save the capital from a tidal surge 
could be carried out, involving blowing 
up downstream defences and redirect¬ 
ing the water away from London and 
instead to parts of this county. 

Areas affected and submerged would 
have included the Swanscombe Penin¬ 
sula and low-lying parts of Dartford and 
Gravesham. 

The confidential Department of the 
En vironment document highlighted 
ministers’ reluctance to carry this out 
and stated it would only have been in 
the event other options could not be 
achieved. 

But it was not so ridiculous as to not 
be included in the official memo to the 
Prime Minister. 

“If all else fails it might be necessary 
to provide that, if a major surge of water 
was threatened, the flood defences 
downstream would be breached so that 
some of the water would flood low-lying 
land in Essex and Kent rather than cen¬ 
tral London,” the paper states.

They admit, however, this approach 
“seems unlikely to prove practicable”. 

Not only would it have involved the 
destruction of large sections of defences 
which had cost £250 million to build, 
but the height of the tidal surge could 
not be predicted and therefore the de¬ 
fences may have been blown up unnec¬ 
essarily. 

“There is major political difficulty in 
that the Government would have to 
take responsibility for deliberately flood¬ 


ing Kent and Essex in order to protect 
central London, ” the paper added. 

It also stressed, importantly, that “in¬ 
sufficient” time could be allowed for 
evacuation and would therefore be “a 
major risk to loss of life”. 

Had this drastic action been taken, 
we could have been looking at a differ¬ 
ent landscape than the one we see to¬ 
day, particularly in the north of the 
county. 

The knock-on effect would likely 
have been mass evacuation to other ar¬ 
eas of the county, creating another shift 
and potentially seeing more housing. 

Dartford MP Gareth Johnson, whose 
constituency would have been affected, 
said the archives provided a fascinating 
insight into the internal workings of the 
Thatcher government and emphasised 
the difficulties any government faces in 
preparing for a future hypothetical event. 

“It additionally illustrates the power 
the unions had and their ability to hold 
the country to ransom and the poten¬ 
tially catastrophic consequences of 
such activity,” he said. 


“As fascinating as the archives were I 
was pleased to see the suggestion of 
flooding such beautiful areas, which 
was one of many considered, was quick¬ 
ly dismissed as being impractical. 

“The very suggestion of Kent being 
flooded is inconceivable and thankfully 
the Thames Barrier was able to be com¬ 
pleted as planned.” 

He added: “The fact the Thames Bar¬ 
rier still serves to protect London some 
30 years later is testament to its design 
and construction and, notwithstanding 
the rising sea levels will, under current 
projections, continue to protect London 
until 2070.” 

Despite fears over the construction 
delay and secret briefings early in 19 8 2, 
the barrier was eventually operational 
in November that year. 

The previously unseen documents 
were released as part of the government 
transfer and release rules where confi¬ 
dential records can be made public after 
30 years. The government has now 
started a 10-year transition to change 
this to 20 years.

Is historic flotsam washed up on 
our shores a relic from the Titanic?

MYSTERIOUS blocks of rubber have washed up 
on the county’s coast, dating back more than 
100 years. 

The slabs have mystified experts who are try¬ 
ing to establish just what shipwreck they origi¬ 
nate from - with some even speculating the 
blocks could come from the decaying wreck of 
the Titanic. 

More likely, however, is that a shipwreck has 
been recently disturbed and its cargo is finally 
emerging from the depths. 

It has become known simply as the Tjipetir 
Mystery, from the single word which appears on 
the tea-tray lumps of strong rubber. 

Tjipetir is the name of an early 20th century 
plantation in Java, Indonesia. 

But quite how they found their way to our 
coastline is baffling the best. 

They have been suddenly appearing in num¬ 
bers over the past year around the south coast of 
Britain, as far north as Holland and the northern 
coast of France. 

More than 50 have been identified and logged 
on a special Facebook page set up by a woman 
who became intrigued after she found some in 
Cornwall. And this week the latest blocks were 
washed up in Faversham Creek. 

Jake Taylor, a technical manager at Canter¬ 
bury’s Gulbenkian theatre, told KoS: “I can’t be¬ 
lieve I have become part of this mystery. 

“I like to walk along the creek towards the sea 
on Saturdays and I spotted this block with the 
distinctive lettering. 

“It was a bit mouldy so I left it there at first. But 
I became curious thinking it was Russian be¬ 
cause of the spelling. But when I looked it up and 
saw it was all a bit of a strange mystery I went 
back and picked it up. 

“It’s fascinating.” 

Reports of the rubber first washing up on Eu¬ 
rope’s shores first appeared 35 years ago. 

The mystery then intensified when a French 
newspaper report suggested it could come from 
the wreck of the Titanic which was known to be 
transporting a load of the rubber on its fateful 
journey. But although experts say it is possible, 
the smart money is on it being traced back closer 
to home. 

Other major ships linked to the finds include 
the British merchant steamer the SS Gairsoppa 
which was torpedoed by a U-boat somewhere off 
the coast of Ireland. A major recovery operation 
was launched last year to salvage some of the 
multi-million pound silver bullion it had on 
board. Another option is the Dutch cargo vessel 
SS Moerdyk which went down in 1904 follow¬ 
ing a collision.

What is known is that the blocks are made 
of gutta percha, a type of rubber or latex 
used for things like insulation for 
underwater cables, teddy bear's noses, book 
bindings, picture frames, Victorian jewellery, 
golf balls and even root canal dentistry. 

The Titanic, which sank in 1912 during its 
maiden voyage from Southampton to New 
York, was carrying gutta percha, according 
to its manifest. 

Along with the blocks, bales of raw 
rubber bearing the names Senawang and 
EU Tong Sen have also washed up. They 
are from early 20th century rubber 
plantations in Malaysia and may come 
from the same shipwreck. 


says she suspects they are from a secret salvage 
operation on a high value, probably ancient, 
wreck somewhere in the English Channel. 

Not wanting to be named, she told KoS: 
“There’s been a great deal of interest in the story 
all across the world. When I found one near my 
home in Cornwall I went onto the internet to see 
if I could find some answers, but the more I 
looked the bigger the mystery got. 

“That’s why I now have the Facebook page so 
people have somewhere central to go to add in¬ 
formation which will hopefully one day expose a 
definitive answer. ” 

It has intrigued so many people that a French 
film company is making a documentary on the 
finds.

Sun shines as county

AFTER the excitement of the birth of the royal 
baby last week, thousands flocked on Monday to 
get a glimpse of Prince Charles as he and his wife 
Camilla spent the day in the county. 

The Prince of Wales and Duchess of Cornwall 
helicoptered into Whitstable on Monday to taste 
oysters and join in the fun at the town’s annual 
Oyster Festival, before heading to Chatham for a 
more formal meeting to recognise the prince’s 
new role as patron of the Chatham Historic 
Dockyard Trust. 

Along the way, the royal couple were present¬ 
ed with a number of gifts for little Prince George. 

The royal couple had asked to visit the Whit¬ 
stable Oyster Festival, and after being flown to 
nearby Tankerton, they were driven to the 
town’s popular harbour. 

There they met with representatives of the 
yacht club before celebrating the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the Whitstable Lifeboat Station with its 
crew members. 

The couple also joined on stage Samba Pelo 
Mar, the town’s samba band - keeping the beat 
by hitting the drums in front of the crowds. 

Emma Thomson, who lives in the town, was 
one of those who met the prince. She said: “We 
were lucky enough to shake his hand and he said 
what a wonderful place Whitstable was. 

“He was thoroughly charming and our chil¬ 
dren were delighted to have got the chance to 
meet the future king. ” 

The royal pair also met one of the best known 
families in Whitstable’s fishing heritage; the 
Wests. Established in 1947, West Whelks has 
seen the family business passed down from Der¬ 
rick West to his son Graham, who met the royals 
as they toured the harbour. 

Mr West, whose company supplied more than 
20,000 oysters to retailers during the festival, 
which kicked off last weekend, said: “It was very 
exciting. I was quite surprised at how softly he 
spoke and how informed he was about oysters. 
He was very interested in the farming side of the 
oyster business, and whether it was sustainable 
- because he is very into being environmentally 
friendly. 

“He even tried an oyster and said they were 
top quality. He was a really nice bloke, and he 
had obviously done his homework because he 
knew the right questions to ask. 

“My mother was talking to Camilla about her 
grandchildren - they were both very pleasant 
people.” 

The royals then headed to Medway. 

Before touring the dockyard at Chatham they 
met youngsters who have been supported by the 
Prince’s Trust which offers help and advice and 
is based at the site. 

During the tour, the royal couple were shown 
the remarkable remains of HMS Namur - the re¬ 
mains of which were found under the floor¬ 
boards of the dockyard. The boat was built in 
1756, 

The Prince of Wales was confirmed as patron 
of the Chatham Historic Dockyard Trust for a 
five-year term earlier this year. Set up to oversee 
the management of the historic dockyard site, 
the trust is a registered charity and aims to pro¬ 
tect the site and promote its heritage. 

It was the first time Prince Charles had visited 
the famous visitor attraction in almost a decade, 
and he took time to meet both locals and staff as 
he toured the heritage site. 

Chief executive of the Historic Dockyard Trust, 
Bill Ferris OBE, said: “Interestingly they split 
their tours. The Duchess was very keen to see the 
youngsters engaging with the heritage and so 
she came and saw the summer pirates activities. 
She was a real people person and engaged with 


the children and spoke to just about everybody. 
She also toured the Antarctica, Scott and Shack- 
leton exhibition which is on at the moment and 
met one of the descendants of one of the explor¬ 
ers as well as Felicity Ashton - the Kent-based 
polar explorer. 

“The Prince of Wales specifically went to see 
the archeaological finds because he has a par¬ 
ticular interest in maritime archaeology. We are 
fundraising for our new £8million project called 
Command of the Oceans and he was keen to see 
what we are doing with that. 

“His patronage recognises the work we are do¬ 
ing and gives it a seal of approval. He is a very 
busy person and chooses his patronages careful¬ 
ly but over the years he has become more inter¬ 
ested in the work we do. He was really relaxed

County’s economy 
brightens up in line 
with better weather

A SUN-DRENCHED July was just what the bank 
manager ordered, according to one of the Kent’s 
top business figures, after the county’s economy 
soaked up a big boost to its retail and leisure sec¬ 
tors. 

After a slow start to summer and a miserable 
spring, the sunshine has loosened wallets and 
seen cash tills ringing. 

Chief executive of the Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, Jo James, which represents more 
than a 1,000 businesses across the county, said: 
“Especially when looking at retail, the good 
weather has really helped. 

“People go out more and spend more. The 
sunshine puts us in a better mood for spending. 

“There are signs of improvement across a 
number of sectors and that coincides with the 
good weather.” 

The county’s economy has found itself in the 
doldrums over recent years as the economic 
gloom continues to spread. 

It was not helped last year either, when the

summer was one of the wettest on record. Now, 
however, hope has appeared on the horizon. 

Mrs James added: “In July, the feedback we 
have had is that across the board things are a 
little more positive. 

“In the current economic climate you have to 
look at figures month by month, and you have 
to be positive when the things are going in the 
right direction.” 

Last weekend was one of the biggest of the 
year for the county, with a host of major events 
taking place. 


Tens of thousands flocked to the Maidstone 
River Festival, the Whistable Oyster Festival, 
the Sound Island Festival in Birchington, Lounge 
on the Farm in Canterbury and the Create free 
music event in Ashford. 

And despite a forecast for rain, the weather 
held off during the day, with the heavens only 
opening on Saturday night. 

Chief executive of the tourism group Visit 
Kent, Sandra Matthews-Marsh, said: “Whenev¬ 
er we survey tourism businesses about the 
biggest factors impacting on their businesses, 
weather is always in the top three. 

“Figures from our Business Barometer survey, 


which gauges the health of the local economy 
and mood, certainly support this. 

“In January and March, when the weather 
was poor, visitor numbers to attractions year- 
on-year were down 14 per cent and nine per 
cent respectively. 

“Conversely, as the weather improved, so did 
those figures, with May showing an 18 per cent 
rise in visitors over the same period last year, 
while June and July look like they will be up by at 
least eight per cent. 

“That is very encouraging for our tourism 
businesses as the hot weather is helping them 
make up for the wet spring.”

Scally insists tighter controls on season 


tickets are ‘fair* after fgns are left fuming

Gillingham hiked their season ticket prices for 
the first time in two seasons this year, a 
necessary step according to chairman Paul 
Scally, and one which reflects the clubs higher 
league status. 

Under the management of Martin Allen, the 
Gills spent much of last season at the top of the 
League Two table, eventually being crowned 
champions. 

The club kicks off its League One campaign 
this weekend when they entertain Colchester 
United at Priestfield on Saturday. 

They are then back in action on Tuesday night, 
when Bristol City will be visitors in the first 
round of the Capital One Cup.

GILLINGHAM chairman Paul Scally has defend¬ 
ed his decision to crack down on fans sharing 
season tickets, saying he’s determined to stop 
those abusing the system. 

Many Gills supporters were left fuming after 
the club confirmed tickets would not be transfer¬ 
able, and that to gain entrance to the ground 
holders would have to produce an ID card to 
prove the season ticket was theirs. 

Now, if a fan cannot make a game and passes 
it to a family member or friend, they’ll have to 
pay £5 for a guest pass to allow them to use it - 
or £1 for a child. 

One long-time season ticket holder told KoS, 
under condition of anonymity, that the new deal 
was “a cheek”. 

He said: “I pay a lot of money each year for a 
season ticket in order for me to secure the same 
seat every week. On the rare occasions I cannot 
attend, I’ll let my friends use it, so the seat, I’ve 
paid for, doesn’t go to waste. 

“That system has worked for years, and does 
so even with the biggest Premier League clubs. 

“Now, it seems, Gillingham want to sell my 
seat again to make more money. ” 

But Mr Scally insists the new measure is 
designed to stop those taking advantage of the 


system; in particular, adults who would gain ac¬ 
cess on heavily discounted child season tickets. 

Now the season tickets will be colour coded, 
according to age. 

Mr Scally told KoS this week: “There have 
been a small minority who have abused the sys¬ 
tem in the last few years. But season tickets are 
specific to the individual. 

“If you buy membership to a golf club and get 
a special rate it’s not for you to share that with 


your mates. It’s the same with season tickets; 
they have never been transferable. 

“What’s happened is it has been abused by a 
few individuals and I’ve tightened up on it. 

“You get almost a half-price discount on a sea¬ 
son ticket. You can’t have four or five people 
buying one ticket and going to four or five games 
each; that’s not the principle of the season ticket. 

“What we are doing is allowing compromise 
with the £5 charge. And the good news is that 


we have sold more season tickets this year at a 
higher price than we did last year.” 

Mr Scally says fans were told earlier this sum¬ 
mer and that he responded personally to a 
number of complaints. 

Traditionally, season tickets are seen as an es¬ 
sential revenue source for clubs. 

The big ticket prices means a guaranteed lump 
sum the club know will be generated and allows 
them to plan their budgets accordingly.

Familiar town stars in shock 
Channel 4 shooting drama

LOCALS in Faversham thought the film 
crew that spent weeks in and around 
the town were producing a murder- 
mystery in the mould of detective 
favourite Morse. 

But they were in fact filming a gritty 
drama portraying the impact on a small 
market town of a spate of shootings 
which leaves 15 local people dead. 

And the four-part series, Southcliffe, 
starts this Sunday night on Channel 4. 

While the town in the drama is a fic¬ 
tional one, Faversham was used for the 
on-location shooting which may leave 
many uncomfortable when they watch 
the drama unfold. 

Local MP Hugh Robertson said to 
KoS: “It is clearly unfortunate if there 
was a misunderstanding about the type 
of programme being filmed. 

“However, Faversham is a beautiful 
town surrounded by the marshes on the 
one side and the North Downs on the 
other. I suspect that this will come 
through regardless of the content of the 
programme.” 

Some scenes are obviously Faver¬ 
sham. 

Town mayor David Simmons admits 
he is disappointed, but stresses the British 
have a macabre interest in the subject. 

He said: “I can see they used one shot 
that is clearly under the Guildhall in the 
market place, where the three-times a 
week market takes place. 

“The British do have a curiosity about 
subjects like this. I am sure it won’t 
harm the tourism in the town. 

“We are waiting to see exactly what 
the programme is like. 

“Obviously Faversham is a very nice 
setting for a TV programme, but I un¬ 
derstand this one is a bit gritty. 

“I don’t think Morse has done any 
harm to Oxford has it, considering all the

murders they have in that programme? 

“The British have a fascination for the 
grim and most people can tell the differ¬ 
ence between fiction and fact - 
this is not a documentary. 

“The crew was here for quite 
a while and that was a boost for 
the local economy. Claims it 
will cause uproar is a little bit 
over the top, but it does seem a 
little grim. 

“It sounds like it’s about a 
man on the rampage with in¬ 
nocents being shot.” 

It has been likened to the 
1987 Hungerford massacre 
when 27-year-old local 
Michael Ryan took up two 
semi-automatic rifles and a 
handgun to shoot and kill 16 
people including his mother, 
and wound fifteen others, be¬ 
fore shooting himself dead; and 
also the Whitehaven shoot¬ 
ings, when another lone gun¬ 
man, Derrick Bird, killed 12 
people in 2010. 

In Southcliffe, it’s another 
loner, this time an ex-soldier 
played by Sean Harris who is 
pushed over the edge. 

A Channel 4 spokesman 


said: “Fifteen people are shot and killed. 
It’s a fictional drama about a fictional 
event in a fictional town. 

“It’s not about the shooting; it’s 
about the reaction to the shooting and 
how the town deals with the fallout. 

“It does not feature buckets of blood. 
It’s not graphic at all. It’s quite harrow¬ 
ing and haunting. ” 

Sean Durkin, Southcliffe director, 
said: “It’s about how a fictional small 
town is affected by a tragic event, a 
shooting. It’s not the story of the killer, 
it’s the story of the journalist who goes 
back to Southcliffe to report on the trag¬ 
edy and also it’s about the people left 
behind, the community. ” 

It stars Rory Kinnear, Eddie Marsan, 
Shirley Henderson and Sean Harris and 
airs at 9pm on Channel 4.

Gold medal winner insists momentum 
of Games will continue as venue closes

AFTER almost a year of lying dormant, the Olym¬ 
pic Stadium blazed back into life last weekend as 
the biggest names in athletics again dazzled sell¬ 
out crowds for three days of sun-soaked sport. 

Yet no sooner had it returned to action - the 
first time since the Paralympic flame was extin¬ 
guished last September - its gates slam shut 
once more. 

Now it begins its more radical evolution, from 
dedicated athletics venue to Premier League 
football stadium for West Ham United, a process 
which will take three years. 

But while athletics will remain a part of the 
new-look venue, will its closure derail the re¬ 
markable strides taken by both athletics and 
Paralympic sports, courtesy of London 2012? 

Baroness Tanni Grey-Thompson has become 
a familiar face both on and off the track, her 
string of Paralympic golds medals replaced in 
retirement by a powerful voice in sporting and 
political administration. 

Speaking to KoS on Monday, at Rochester Ca¬ 
thedral, where she was collecting an honorary 
degree from the University of Greenwich, she 
was convinced that the need to prevent the ven¬ 
ue from becoming an expensive white elephant 
outweighed any wider sporting concern. 



Football, rugby, athletics and 
live music on stadium itinerary 

The Olympic Stadium will have a quite different 
Look when the public are allowed access to it again. 

The ambitious bid by West Ham United and 
Newham Council will see a 60,000-capacity 
stadium with retractable seating to cover the 
athletics track during the season, and reveal it 
when necessary. 

The 99-year Lease should see much of the 
build-cost recouped, and ensure the venue has a 
fresh - and permanent - lease of life. 

The iconic triangular floodlights which prick the 
sky above the bowl will go and a deeper roof replace 
it.

On the Sunday the venue became a showcase 
for Paralympic heroes. 


She said: “The Anniversary Games were a 
great idea and recreated much of last summer’s 
atmosphere. But you need a football club in 
there to make it pay.

Car charging 
points boost 
with funding

ELECTRIC THE FUTURE OF MOTORING - BUT AT A COST 


Electric cars have long been touted as the 
future for greener transport, but consistently 
face issues over accessibility to charging 
points, initial costs - they can be far more 
expensive than normal cars - and doubts of 
re-sale values and servicing. 

In addition, there are concerns that although 
not reliant on petrol or diesel, the energy is still 
sourced from traditional power generating 


centres - often coal-fired or nuclear. 

There are currently Government grants 
which provide a £5,000 contribution towards 
the cost of an electric car; which makes the 
average price around the £15-20,000 mark. 

Nissan’s UK-built Leaf is currently the only 
fully electric car on the market, but there are a 
variety of hybrids which combine battery- 
charged power with conventional engines. 


KENT has been named as one of the major ben¬ 
eficiaries of an additional £37 million in national 
funding to increase the number of charging 
points for electric cars. 

Kent County Council will receive £237,000 
this year and another £36,000 in 2014/15. 

Meanwhile, Dartford Borough Council was 
successful in bidding for £12 5,000. 

The South East Coast Ambulance service (SE- 
CAmb) also secured funding with £60,000 this 
year and £37,500 the following year. 

The announcement was made by business 
minister, and Sevenoaks MP, Michael Fallon and 
transport minister Norman Baker (pictured). 

The money will be used to provide charging 
points to enable greater uptake of the new breed 
of environmentally-friendly cars and hybrid 
vehicles that need to be plugged in to charge up 
rather than be filled with petrol or diesel. 

There will be the chance to secure further 
money later this year too, when the second 
round of funding is announced - the closing date 
for bids to which is October 30. 

This week’s announcement comes hot on the 
heels of an extra £500m being committed to 
drive forward the market for ultra-low emission 
vehicles, as part of the Government’s plans for 
roads reform published in July. 

Mr Fallon said: “The Government will provide 
7 5 per cent of the cost of installing new charge- 
points. 

“The £3 7m funding for the package comes 
from the Government’s existing £400m commit¬ 
ment to increase the uptake of ultra-low emission 
vehicles and is available until April 2015.” 

Kent County Council is set to create a further 
7 5 publicly accessible charging points as a result 
of the funding.

Already a traffic nightmare, how will an 
extra 500 homes impact on North Farm? 

Chris Murphy reports on how Tunbridge Wells' notoriously busy roads are set for extra strain 



THE North Farm estate in Tunbridge 
Wells has, over the years, become one 
of the town’s most vibrant and ex¬ 
panding retail hubs. 

Like so many places in the county, 
the appeal of out-of-town expanse and 
parking has ensured it has attracted 
the big brands such as John Lewis and 
Marks and Spencer over the years. 

It is a rather uncharismatic part of 
the regal town which seeps history 
and architectural splendour. 

Ironic, then, that it has become 
such a key destination for those who 
live in and around the borough. 

Yet despite its undoubted commer¬ 
cial success - it also boasts supermar¬ 
kets and the town’s multiplex cinema 
- it has become a by-word for some¬ 
thing far less edifying; relentless, 
exhausting, frustrating, traffic jams. 

As a popular shopping destination 
on the key route to the A21 - the road 
linking Tunbridge Wells with the ma¬ 
jor roads network - it grinds to a halt 
with alarming regularity.

tual might of local politicians at all 
levels, a solution has yet to emerge, 
despite plans by Kent County Council 
to draw up a masterplan which in¬ 
cludes £5 million of road alternations 
in a bid to ease the problems. 

All of which makes news that a 
sprawling development of 545 new 
homes is to be built on farmland close 
to the traffic hot spot all the more 
challenging. 

Put forward by developer Dandara, 
the project is earmarked for neigh¬ 
bouring Knights Park. 

First identified as suitable for hous¬ 
ing in the mid-1990s, Dandara plans 
for the ‘rural fringe’ site were first 
unveiled in 2011; the public consulta¬ 
tion into the project, in its latest phase, 
ends on August 19. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, the firm 
says there will be no further traffic 
problems. 

After its public consultation in the 
town, Andrew Wagstaff, managing 
director at Dandara, told KoS: “We 
recognise the traffic along Longfield 


Road is an important issue locally, 
and we have consistently stated that 
any development brought forward at 
Knights Park will require an appropri¬ 
ate transport solution. 

“After undertaking extensive stud¬ 
ies we are confident we can deliver the 
necessary highways improvements 
within our ownership, though we re¬ 
main committed to assisting in the 
delivery of KCC’s masterplan, through 
land and appropriate developer contri¬ 
butions, should this project go ahead. 

“We are committed to having an 
on-going dialogue with the public and 
local stakeholders in the coming 
months, with a view to submitting a 
planning application to the borough 
council before the end of the year.” 

Tunbridge Wells Borough Council 
has not made a comment on the pro¬ 
posals as it has not yet seen a planning 
application. 

It will, however, be only too aware 
of the sensitivities. 

The properties will range from one- 
bedroom flats to five-bed detached

houses. Building work would start im¬ 
mediately after winning permission 
and could include a primary school 
and shops. 

Leader of the local Liberal Demo¬ 
crats in the borough, David Neve, be¬ 
lieve the project is destined to become 
a thorn in the town’s side - and all 
those motorists who have to drive 
through the area. 

He told us: “They will be building 
50 houses a year, so that is 11 years of 
building work to add to the misery. 

“The scale is just far too big for this 
area. 

“We do need more housing in the 
town, but this is not the right place 
and this is too many units.” 


Yet, despite the potential traffic 
problems, the plans have received a 
positive response from the public. 

With many looking at the prospect 
of vital new homes in a town where 
getting on the housing ladder for 
many is almost an impossible job, as 
prices rocket. 

Tunbridge Wells is already a town 
whose reputation is tarred by its traf¬ 
fic problems. Quite how to tackle 
North Farm over the coming years 
could solve - or add to it.

There is some relief on the way 
after the Government con¬ 
firmed there would be funding 
available to dual a stretch 
of the busy A21 between 
Tunbridge Wells and Tonbridge. 

Seen as essential to easing 
some of the pressure, the £92 
million scheme could begin in 
2015, but only if a public inquiry 
gives it the nod.

Relief may, however, only be 
shortlived. 

Nick Ide, from property 
experts Batcheller Monkhouse, 
warned an increase in road 
capacity at any new scheme is 
usually filled almost instantly. 

Fie told us: “There will have 
to be a full transport assess¬ 
ment before any plans can go 
ahead. Part of the improve¬ 
ments in the area will be the 
dualling of Longfield Road, and 
for the housing to work, a large 
roundabout is needed at the 
junction of Longfield Road and 
Knights Park. In fact Knights 
Park and Knights Way can easily 
be widened to help even more. 

"The trick is to sync all the 
development and road 
improvements, and I believe 
that will be tough to do."

The man who said a urinal was art 

How Marcel Duchamp’s stay in Heme Bay would lead to him becoming a modem art pioneer

HERNE Bay is not often known as a font of artis¬ 
tic and creative expression, but this week it 
marked an association with one of the most 
respected, and oddest, artists of all time - by pa¬ 
rading a giant men’s urinal through the streets. 

Marcel Duchamp spent a month in the seaside 
town in 1913, and it would prove to be a turning 
point in his career, one which would cement his 
position as one of modern art’s leading pioneers, 
alongside Pablo Picasso and Henri Matisse. 

Because it was during that stay the Frenchman 
turned from a failed Cubist painter into one of the 
most influential artists of the 20th century. 

And he then shot to fame by trying to submit a 
urinal to a top museum claiming it was a work of 
art... simply because he said it was. 

In 1913, Herne Bay was ideal as a hideaway 
to get your artistic life back on track and regroup 
after a panning from the critics. 

In what has now become a treasured postcard, 
Duchamp wrote to this friend, Max Bergmann: 
“I am not dead, I am spending a month in Herne 
Bay (England) with my sister. Very pleasant 
weather and beautiful countryside. 

“I will return to Paris on 15 September. You 
can write to me here until the end of the month. ” 

To mark the town’s role in his transformation, 
a festival is being held in his honour. 


Running until August 17, the town will look 
back at Duchamp’s remarkable life and and its 
own role in his achievements. 

Sue Austen, the festival organiser said: “After 
a month by the sea, Duchamp became con¬ 
vinced of the total absurdity of the art world; and 
indeed, perhaps, of our entire universe. 

“So, refreshed and intellectually invigorated, 
he returned to Paris to forge a new and contrar¬ 
ian aesthetic, becoming the founding father of 
Dadaism, Surrealism and the whole modern/ 
conceptual art movement.” 

And to help it all along, he came up with the 
idea a gentleman’s urinal could be art, simply 
because he declared it so, and gave it the name 
‘The Fountain’. 

Mrs Austen added: “He famously, and outra¬ 
geously, sent an ordinary urinal to a gallery in

Paris and it was rejected. The gallery said it 
wasn’t art and sent it back again. He became fa¬ 
mous for that, so we thought it would be fun to 
include a giant one in our carnival. ” 

A career as a librarian seemed more fulfilling, 
Duchamp told friends at the time, before his in¬ 
vigorating trip to Herne Bay. 

And he started playing chess, once declaring: “I 
have come to the conclusion that while all artists 
are not chess players, all chess players are artists. ” 
Herne Bay is also running a chess tournament 
to mark this declaration. 

Ms Austen added: “Our ambitions for our festi¬ 
val are simple. We want to make everyone in 
Herne Bay aware of Marcel Duchamp and his 
work, and be proud of his connection with our 
town.”

Sun shines on Lounge on the Farm 
as it continues its evolution process

TRYING to create atmosphere at an event is no 
easy task. And for all the best laid plans of the 
proverbial mice and men, you can work very 
hard to create a mood only for something out¬ 
side of your control - like the great British 
weather - to come and spoil it. 

There was much talk before Lounge of the 
Farm’s eighth outing about atmosphere and 
mood. 

Over the last three years the event has been on 
something of a roller-coaster ride: from the criti¬ 
cally lauded success of 2010, to the increased 
capacity boom years of 2011 and 2012; a jar¬ 
ring period which saw many long-time fans fall 
off the ride. 

Too many teenagers, not enough families, and 
too much focus on the music not the mood 
seemed to be the complaint. 

And going into 2013 things took another 
slight twist. The dates were switched to late 
July and some high-rolling investors who had 
insisted on changes for 2011 and 12 had been 
jettisoned in the January. 

Organisers started talking of a return to its 
roots - something cynics would say was a sign of 
a failure to take the step up to the next level, 


while many others pleaded with them to return 
it to community event they had long cherished. 

All of which meant this year’s event had a lot 
riding on it. After focusing on attracting the out¬ 
sider over the last two years, the thrust of 2013 
was on reminding the Kent festival-goer just 
why it was worth shelling out £ 100-plus to 
spend three nights in a field. 

The good news is that if the organisers wanted 
a family occasion they certainly got one. Lounge 
took a giant stride from music festival to cultural 
fete this year and the influx of children with par¬ 
ents meant the mood was never threatening, 
never dark and really rather engaging. 

You were more likely to get knocked into by an 
enthusiastic toddler full of face paint than you were 
a 16-year-old who’d had a few too many ciders. 

With the event now scheduled for the first 
weekend of the summer holidays, parents yet to 
be ground down by six weeks of youthful de¬ 
mands, took the opportunity to visit a site where 
the kids could run around and they could settle 
back with a pint or jug of Pimms. 

And who can blame them? Especially when 
the weather remained dry - with the exception 
of a downpour on the Saturday night. 

It did take a while to get your head around 
the change in focus from previous years. The 
musical line-up was - Saturday headliner Jessie

Ware excluded - never going to appeal to a 
young audience. Seasick Steve is not a poster 
boy, while the grey in Jazzie B’s beard reminded 
us all that we have to go back nearly 25 years 
since Soul II Soul - Sunday’s headliners - were 
genuinely cutting edge. 

As a result, and probably helped by the Sound 
Island Festival serving up a weekend of pure pop 
in Thanet, the teenagers were absent and Lounge 
was reclaimed as a genuinely all-inclusive event. 

The layout of the event was overhauled and 
felt more compact as a consequence; the mood 
more intimate. Crowds were big in front of the 
stages, but spread out over the site; there was lit¬ 
tle sense of the hustle and shoulder-to-shoulder 
bustle of some of the other festivals. 

But there are gripes too. 

Recent years have perhaps spoiled the Lounge 
fan and there were more than a few mutterings 
about no real strength in depth to the musical

its forehead, it has a niche it fulfils very nicely. 

The Hop Farm Festival - which fell by the 
wayside earlier this year - had was convinced 
simply by booking the biggest names, you could 
create a memorable event. 

But a festival is much more than that. It is 
about the buzz away from the stages, the sense of 
discovery, the sense of unplugging yourself from 
normal day-to-day life and into a pure pleasure- 
dome for a weekend. 

The Hop Farm kept learning to its cost it had 
spent so much on securing big names, it forgot 
to invest in giving what the demanding festival- 
goer actually wants in this busy marketplace - 
namely an experience. 

And for any faults Lounge has, the 2013 
event did deliver that. Albeit modestly. 

There may have been doubts, there may have 
been question marks about holding the event 
to clash with both Sound Island and the Whit- 
stable Oyster Festival - an event which will have 
competed strongly for the middle-class ticket- 
buyers attention on a predominantly sun-soaked 
weekend. 

But, strangely, it may have worked in its fa¬ 
vour to assist in funnelling that all-important 
atmosphere back into Merton Farm. 

The evolution of this event is not over. The re¬ 
sponse and approach to the 2014 event will be 
interesting after its Dr Who-style regeneration 
back to its original roots for this summer. 

All that can be said is that Lounge of the Farm 
was a well-run event which will have won back 
many of those from 2010 who loved its intimacy 
and family-friendly vibe. 

If they tell their friends, Lounge will continue 
to prove a genuine highlight of the east Kent cul¬ 
tural calendar.

Jail for blackmailer who said he 
had planted bomb in supermarket

A HOAX bomber who claimed to 
have planted a string of explosive 
devices around a busy Maidstone 
supermarket before demanding a 
£10,000 ransom, has been jailed. 

David Williams, 48, of Knaves 
Acre, Headcorn, rang Morrisions in 
St Saviours Way at around noon 
on December 10 last year. 

He claimed he had placed several 
devices in the store, demanding 
money be dropped off at Headcorn 
railway station. 

He said if they didn’t believe him 


they should check aisle 23 in the 
store. 

Staff investigated and found a 
cardboard box behind some jars of 
beetroot containing a plastic box 
with a flashing light attached. 

The store and its adjacent petrol 
station were evacuated and the Ar¬ 
my’s Explosive Ordnance Disposal 
team was called. 

In total, Williams made three 
calls to the store, which were traced 
to telephone kiosks in Maidstone 
town centre. 

CCTV showed a man entering 
the store earlier that day, buying a 
Morrisons own-brand Christmas 


card. After Williams was identified 
as the suspect, his house was 
searched and officers recovered the 
same Christmas card, addressed to 
his partner. 

Williams was charged with 
blackmail and was sentenced to 
two years and eight months in pris¬ 
on before Maidstone Crown Court 

Detective Inspector Lee White- 
head said: “This incident caused a 
lot of unnecessary concern for in¬ 
nocent people and took up a signifi¬ 
cant amount of police resources. 

“I’m pleased the courts have 
punished Williams with a custodial 
sentence.”

Turner Contemporary ready to celebrate 
major landmark of one millionth visitor

THE Turner Contemporary is set to welcome its 
one millionth visitor next month - just a little 
over two years since it first opened. 

The hugely popular attraction on Margate 
seafront has been seen as a catalyst for regenera¬ 
tion in the town.

“It has created jobs, encouraged new busi¬ 
nesses to the town and will go on to be a lasting 
legacy to driving the development of the county 
and the south east. 

“It has already brought well over £20 m il l ion 
into the local economy, and has also supported

KCC contributed £6.4m towards the cost of 
the three-storey building, which was designed 
by renowned architect David Chipperfield

How Caesar’s invasion 
plans beached in Deal

TAKE a stroll along the picturesque beach be¬ 
tween Deal and Walmer and it is hard to imagine 
it was once the scene of a brutal, bloody encoun¬ 
ter with one of history’s most powerful, and in¬ 
fluential, leaders of men. 

Its long shingle banks are today home to boats 
and enthusiastic holidaymakers. 

But in August 55BC, it was the scene of a 
remarkable battle between the inhabitants and 
the invading forces of the domineering Romans. 

And leading from the front was none other 
than Julius Caesar - keen to 
start making in-roads into 
Britain as his troops contin¬ 
ued to quell the rebellious 
Gauls in northern France. 

Yet while much is made of 
the Romans eventual suc¬ 
cessful occupation, few are 
aware of that 5 5BC invasion 
- 12 months before they 
would arrive in such strength 
they would lay the founda¬ 
tions for an invasion which 
would ultimately transform 
Britain for ever more. 

This sojourn was not such 
an glorious moment for the 
all-conquering Caesar. 

What his motives were 
divides historians: was it a 
pre-invasion scouting mis¬ 
sion or a terrible strategic 
flaw? 

Either way, it proved disastrous. 

What is known is that Caesar and his men met 
with fierce resistance after leaving from France. 

Initially planning to land in Dover, they were 
met with hoardes of angry Brits on the cliffs 
waiting for them. 

Anxious they were within distance of their 
spears as they landed, they travelled along the 
coast, eventually going ashore between Deal and 
Walmer. 

Forcing their way on to the beach with cata¬ 


pults and other weaponry, the Romans took 
hold and set up a camp. But the British resist¬ 
ance was not so easy to extinguish, and the Ro¬ 
mans found themselves under constant attack. 

The elements played a part too, the strong 
tides playing havoc with the beached Roman 
fleet, damaging and destroying ships. 

With winter drawing in, Caesar was forced to 
retreat. It seemed as though Britain, just like 
Gaul, had been able to resist. 

But it would be just a temporary respite. 

In the July of the following year, Caesar spear¬ 
headed an 800-vessel strong invasion army. They 
landed at beaches west of Deal unopposed; their 
huge numbers scaring off po¬ 
tential defenders. 

Yet the Briton’s were cun¬ 
ning. News reached the Ro¬ 
mans that a storm had de¬ 
stroyed some of the ships 
back at Deal making Caesar 
return to camp at the beach. 

This gave the Britons time 
to regroup and call for rein¬ 
forcements. 

Despite a host of battles, 
Caesar fought his way back 
to Canterbury, eventually 
scattering the rebel Brits. 

A truce was called be¬ 
tween the Romans and the 
Brits, and after news reached 
Caesar of more trouble in 
Gaul and the death of his 
daughter Julia, the emperor 
decided to withdraw his 
troops and return to France 
leaving behind just one stronghold. 

It would be another 100 years before the Ro¬ 
mans returned and finally dominate the local 
forces. 

So if you’re in Deal this month, you may want 
to pause for a moment and reflect on what took 
place 2,068 years ago. 

Caesar still holds a position on the county’s 
waterfront with a commemorative stone laid on 
The Strand promenade marking the very spot 
that he walked on British soil for the first time.

Intimate subject that is porn 

The University of Kent’s Dr Frank Furedi Looks at pornography’s 
role in society and why education, not censorship, is the way forward 


I FIND it difficult not to be dis¬ 
turbed by the normalisation of 
pornography. 

Talking to a group of 
14-year-olds they openly boast 
about ‘their porn’. When I raise 
concerns about the pornifica- 
tion of life with colleagues they 
look at me as if to say ‘get real 
and just enjoy it’. 

Yet I am also not a little wor¬ 
ried about the Government’s 
plan to regulate and control 
access to online pornography. 

It seems whenever society is 
confronted with a problem the 
immediate response is to target 
the internet and demand cen¬ 
sorship and policing. 

Increasingly, the freedom of 
expression the internet affords is 
regarded as a malevolent instru¬ 
ment used by the dark forces of 
online paedophiles, bullies, por- 
nographers, criminals and trolls. 

From this perspective the im¬ 
perative of censorship trumps 
that of educating internet users 


to embrace a more civilised and 
enlightened behaviour. 

As someone who believes in 
the values of an open society, I 
am against censorship. 

But aside from the important 
question of principle, censor¬ 
ship does not work. 

Why? Because as the Chinese 
and Egyptian governments dis¬ 
covered, people - especially the 
young - are very good at getting 
around the obstacles construct¬ 
ed by censors. More important¬ 
ly it is not possible to control 
a force that society actually 
embraces as normal. 

In the 19th and 20th centu¬ 
ries, pornography consisted of 
printed or visual material that 
was available only on the mar¬ 
gins of society. Individuals who 
bought pornographic litera¬ 
ture would feel embarrassed if 
they were seen by others. 

Salacious and obscene mag¬ 
azines were kept in brown en¬ 
velopes; buying porn was a 


dirty little secret. 

Today, pornography has 
gone mainstream; porn is a 
part of modern-day conversa¬ 
tion. Consequently, pornogra¬ 
phy can no longer be censored, 
not when British society has 
created such a demand for it. 

Pornography has become a 
culturally validated fetish. 

It resonates with today’s 
wider tendency to devalue that 
our feelings - even intimate 
sexual ones - are a private mat¬ 
ter. The ethos of transparency 
has trumped that of privacy. 

Popular culture celebrates 
voyeuristic behaviour. It de¬ 
mands we talk about our feel¬ 
ings in public and encourages 
us to be ‘brave’ and disclose our 
desires to a mass audience. 

‘How do you feel?’ is now the 
only question that matters on 
reality TV shows, where the 
more you disclose, the more you 
are respected. This constant 
demand for revelation empties

intimacy of meaning, corroding 
human relationships. 

Sex also changes dramati¬ 
cally when it becomes a public 
spectacle. It is only in the pri¬ 
vate sphere that it is possible to 
make love; in public, sex be¬ 
comes just physical coupling. 

Paradoxically, the more sex 
is transformed into a public 
spectacle, the more it becomes 
unsexed. Sexual desire, a very 
human attribute, is trans¬ 
formed into a need for physical 
release. From this perspective, 
pornography is the answer - 
for it allows physical release to 
be experienced outside of a hu¬ 
man relationship. 

Parents and educators have 
every right to do whatever they 
can to keep pornography out of 
children’s lives. The only effec¬ 
tive way of achieving that is to 
educate them to take human 
relations seriously so that they 
understand intimacy is just 
that - intimate.

The so-called Localism Bill 
was supposed to give more 
power to local communities in 
planning matters.

The Localism Bill was 
supposed to give DDC and the 
parish council more say in the 
matter - obviously it didn’t. 

Until fairly recently, I was 
unaware how much our 
economy is dependent on the 
housing industry. 

The Government, while 
trying to stimulate the 
housing market, would appear 
to have little respect for our 
precious countryside.

Children’s centres provide 
a wide range of services that 
all parents and children use, 
but which are absolutely 
vital to parents who are 
struggling to cope with young 
children. 

Crucially, they are places 
where parents feel they can 
discuss any problems with 
staff that they know and trust. 

These centres provide vital 
help to vulnerable children 
and families, and early 
support from the skilled staff 
in these centres can help 
prevent the misery and huge 
costs of family breakdowns. 

Social services departments 
are already overstretched 
and do not have the resources 
to carry out the vital early 
years and preventative 
work which these centres are 
providing. 

All the evidence suggests 
that early intervention is the 
most cost effective way of 
supporting children with 
social, educational and health 
problems. 

Staff often identify potential 
problems at a very early age 
and play a vital role in 
supporting families and 
reducing the risks of children 
later drifting into criminal and 
antisocial behaviour. 

Sadly, it is yet another 
example of the poorest and 
most vulnerable families 
bearing the brunt of Tory cuts. 

An online consultation 
period will follow, but unless 
local communities object 
strongly to these proposals 
and contact KCC, these cuts 
will be waved through by the 
out of touch Conservative 
majority at KCC without a 
second thought.

TAKING on a musical for the first 
time, and an adult role at that, is a far 
cry from what Dani Harmer, aka 
Tracey Beaker, is used to. 

Now 24, Harmer is playing the role 
of Janet Weiss in the 40th anniversa¬ 
ry tour of the cult classic The Rocky 
Horror Show, directed by Christopher 
Luscombe, which is coming to Canter¬ 
bury later this month. 

As a teenager she took on the role of 
Jacqueline Wilson’s famed Tracey 
Beaker character in the hit television 
series that made her instantly recog¬ 
nisable with a generation of young¬ 
sters - and no doubt their parents. 

Various spin-offs followed as did a 
foray into the music industry and 
most recently she was a contestant on 
BBC’s Strictly Come Dancing. 

Although she has left the frizzy- 
haired Beaker behind, there is no con¬ 
scious ambition to remould herself. 

“I’m a very greedy actress. I’m very 
keen to just do everything; on stage 
or in front of cameras and playing 
different characters,” she said. 

“I think because I made my name 
on kids’ TV, I love doing comedies and 


dramas. I have played all sorts of dif¬ 
ferent characters, but I will always be 
known for that particular part. 

“As an actress you are attracted to 
the characters, so I was attracted to 
this; it wasn’t a decision to get away 
from children’s television. 

“I think Strictly really helped. The 


public got to know me as opposed to 
seeing me in Tracey Beaker.” 

As a big fan of The Rocky Horror 
Show auditioning for the role of Janet, 
alongside winner of ITV1 series Su¬ 
perstar Ben Foster as Brad Majors, 
was an easy decision. 

She said: “It was kind of a coinci¬ 


dence really. I happened to meet the 
casting director while I was doing 
Strictly. We got talking about the 
show and how much I love it. 

“The first time I saw it on stage I 
was 13, and I have seen the film loads 
of times. It’s a show like no other.” 

Performing in a produciton so loved 


by its audiences comes with a certain 
responsibility, as Harmer’s discovered 
while the tour’s been on the road. 

“When I signed up I knew exactly 
what I was letting myself in for. The 
show has been going for 40 years. 
There is such a cult following; there are 
some hardcore fans who come along 
to every showing. The fact it’s been go¬ 
ing so long is down to the fans.” 

The singing is also something she 
has taken in her stride having record¬ 
ed an album with Universal in 2009. 

It proved to be a commercial failure 
and is not an area she envisages re¬ 
exploring any time soon. 

“It wasn’t one of those things I 
wanted to do, but when Universal ask 
you to do an album you can’t say no,” 
she said. “I did it for the experience. 
Acting is my main passion, doing mu¬ 
sicals is great. I do enjoy singing, and 
it’s great to sing and dance.”

£7.75m grant will preserve Trust’s ‘jewel in the crown’

THE future of historical treasures at National 
Trust site Knole has been given a much-needed 
boost thanks to a £7.75 million grant. 

The former palace to the Archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury and hunting ground of Henry VIII is cur¬ 
rently the subject of a major five-year conserva¬ 
tion project, and as well as the building’s bricks 
and mortar its incredible furnishings now face 
a more certain future thanks to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) grant. 

The funding will also help Knole, near Seven- 
oaks, to work more closely with the local com¬ 
munity and to expand the range of volunteering 
opportunities it can offer. 


Emma Slocombe, National Trust curator at 
Knole, said: “Since acquiring Knole in 1946, the 
Trust has faced a running and expensive battle 
with the effects of rain, damp, mould and insects 
on the building and its unique collections. 

“To save these collections we need to conserve 
them. Having completed the first phase of emer¬ 
gency repairs, we can now concentrate on the 
interior of Knole. 

“We are grateful to the HLF for their generous 
support and to the many other donations we 
have received from the public. The real work of 
opening up this great house can now start, shar¬ 
ing every stage with our visitors as we begin the 
next chapter in the story of Knole.” 

Plans will see the creation of a conservation stu¬ 
dio at the site which, when completed in the sum¬ 


mer of 2015, will mean visitors can watch experts 
carrying out painstaking work on the collec¬ 
tion’s treaures. 

Knole Studios will also offer training in con¬ 
servation, courses in heritage subjects and will 
play a vital part in securing the future of conser¬ 
vation skills in Britain. 

Stuart McLeod, head of HLF South East, said: 
“The moment you step across Knole’s threshold 
you can feel the weight of 600 years of history 
upon your shoulders; from the turbulent times of 
Henry VIII’s reign to the childhood memories of 
novelist Vita Sackville-West. 

“The National Trust’s portfolio of heritage 
sites is extensive and we have been impressed 
with their commitment to refurbishing what 
could rightly be described as their ‘jewel in the 


crown’. With HLF’s support, the second phase of 
repairs can now get going as well as the con¬ 
struction of a studio to provide visitors with new 
insights into the skilful process of conserving 
and protecting fragile and precious objects.” 

To complete the Knole project, the National 
Trust is continuing to raise funds from an ongo¬ 
ing public appeal and from other sources. 

Alongside major conservation work, this 
funding will enable the Trust to refurbish the 
showrooms containing the collections to create 
stable environmental conditions. 

The Trust will also be able to offer new visitor 
facilities, community programmes and open up 
previously unseen rooms as well as the Gate¬ 
house Tower, with panoramic views of the medi¬ 
eval deer park and North Downs.

THE ability to judge a restaurant’s success can 
more often than not come down to the most ba¬ 
sic of measurements; is it busy? 

And were we to judge Alimo on how it fares 
upon a Thursday evening, then it would emerge 
triumphant. On a hot and sticky night, the pre¬ 
dominantly local crowd flow steadily in through 
its doors. 

It’s an encouraging sign - especially as its sur¬ 
roundings are both beautiful and unappetising 
in equal measure. 

Set literally within the arches of the railway - 
the rumble of overhead trains are liberally sprin¬ 
kled throughout the evening - it is set on a junc¬ 
tion of the town’s main thoroughfare. 

The result is that you fear the constant hum of 
traffic and fumes will surely interfere with enjoy¬ 
ing the intricacies of its Moroccan-inspired food. 

What’s more, it is a fair stroll from the heart of 
the town which would mean even during the ab¬ 
surdly popular Oyster Festival week, a tourist is 
probably unlikely to stumble upon it. 

Yet, inside, the place is really rather magnifi- 
cant. Walking through the spacious bar, the 
brick ceiling arches majestically above, creating 
an almost temple like experience. 

What’s more, as you’re led through to the re¬ 
freshing cool of the air-conditioned dining area, 
the hustle and bustle of everyday life is rather ef-

fectively checked at the door. 

As the room fills, then the atmosphere ticks 
along nicely. 

Alimo is still a little in transition. Formerly the 
Whistlestop Cafe, it changed hands eight months 
ago. Its new owners have employed an evolution 
rather than revolution approach; introducing its 
menu slowly as it continues to adjust the decor. 

Moroccan food is becoming increasingly in 
vogue and in a town where you can’t help but 
fall over menus dripping with seafood dishes, the 
option is refreshing. 


For a starter I opt for the cumin and organe 
glazed pork belly with rosemary herb-scented 
beans. The hunk of pork generous and tasty, al¬ 
though perhaps just a little over-cooked. 

The main course is a far more enjoyable affair 
- a generous pork loin chop stuffed with chorizo 
and served with steamed potatoes, pepper and 
olive salad and a vinegar and olive oil dressing. 

Again, it came close to being so very good; but 
again the meat was just a little over chewy. 
Which was a real shame as the combination of 
flavours - from the subtle, light olives to the veg¬ 
etables - was impressive. 

Yet, I remain a great believer in the experience 
of dining over simply the quality of the food and 
for that Alimo shows great promise and encour¬ 
aging signs for the future. 

Repeat custom is the mantra all restaurateurs 
are familiar with and Alimo appears to already 
be achieving it. 

There are other, better, restaurants in Whist- 
able, but this offers that rare point of difference 
which is just what the place needs. Two main 
courses, side dishes, starters and a bottle of Pros¬ 
ecco came to just under £65. Chris Thomson

And if it goes to plan, there could be an influx 
of new investment and jobs to the county over 
the coming months and years. 

The deals are with the England Development 
Agency in the US, Sector Marketing of Germany 
and Frenger in France. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “One of our key roles is to encourage 
foreign direct investment (FDI) into Kent. 

“While we have had a successful memoran¬ 
dum of understanding with UK Trade and 
Investment (UKTI) for the past year or so - which 
has helped identify a number of targets - and 
we ensure we support overseas companies al¬ 
ready in Kent through our aftercare programme, 
we need to cast our net as widely as possible to 
find and attract as much overseas investment as 
possible.”

tant as the investment from foreign companies 
tends to be greater in both capital and jobs terms 
than that of domestic businesses, and companies 
that move here from abroad often reinvest 
later.” 

He added that America, Germany and France 
had been targeted as they are countries whose 
companies had a proven record of investment in 
the UK, with latest figures showing 188 US- 
owned companies operating from Kent, with 69 
French and 47 German. 

The United States and Germany in particular 
have burgeoning life sciences businesses - a 
sector identified as particularly important for 
Kent, home to Sandwich’s Discovery Park and 
Sittingbourne’s Kent Science Park. 

The appointments were made possible 
through £150,000 of funding from Kent County 
Council.

SMEs expansion dreams being shattered by Late payments 


LATE payments from large compa¬ 
nies are continuing to dash SMEs 
hopes to push ahead with expansion 
plans, according to a recent survey. 

According to the poll, nearly a 
fifth (19 per cent) of SMEs say 
more prompt payments from large 
companies would help them realise 
their aspirations. 

The late payment of invoices 
remains a common frustration for 
SMEs and one that can have the 
knock-on effect of restricting cash 
flow to other firms in the supply chain. 

This is despite the introduction in 
March of the EU's Late Payment 


Directive, which aimed to change the 
late payment culture in business and 
force companies to cap maximum 
contractual periods at 60 days. 

It all comes against a backdrop 
of cautious confidence in the 
business sector - its highest since 
the recession began. 

According to the report by funding 
provider Bibby Financial Services, 
in the south east alone, almost a 
quarter (24 per cent) of SMEs 
surveyed said they are planning for 
a five per cent increase to the profit 
margin during the remainder of 2013. 

But they say late payments are 


putting the brakes on. 

Spokesman for the funding firm, 
Chris Hardy, said: "We identified 
late payment as a serious problem 
affecting the region’s SMEs at the 
end of 2012, and it is worrying to 
see the problem is still hampering 
plans for growth in 2013. 

"The result of late payment is a 
dent in working capital as firms look 
to fix the problem of slow paying 
clients with unsustainable sources 
of finance such as credit cards. 

"While we are seeing encourag¬ 
ing macro-economic data, it is a 
different picture for smaller firms 


that make up the bulk of the UK's 
businesses. In order to address this 
challenge and ensure better cash 
flow throughout the supply chain, 
big businesses need to act on their 
responsibility detailed under the 
Prompt Payment Code. 

"Cash flow is the lifeblood of 
many small firms and tackling the 
administrative burden of chasing 
for invoices is crucial. 

"I would recommend local firms 
look carefully at their order book, 
engage with customers and seek 
advice on the best means of getting 
any overdue payments in."

Bromley College bosses say the new building 
will enhance the quality and range of courses to 
include sports therapy, sports massage, sport sci¬ 
ence, apprenticeships and pre-apprenticeships 
in sport, and also a new range of higher educa¬ 
tion courses. 

In addition, there will be high level viewing 
areas, to allow for spectators to watch events, as 
well as full access for the disabled. 

The project will cost approximately £4.5 mil¬ 



lion and is being funded mainly by the college, 
and part-funded by a government grant. 

Building work will commence in autumn 
2013 and the new development is planned for 
completion at the end of 2014. 

Principal Sam Parrett said: “We are pleased to 
secure funding for this new development; our 
new sports centre will be a hugely valuable re¬ 
source for our current and future students, and 
also for the local community who will be able to 
access the facilities in the evenings and 
weekends. 

“Its development forms part of 
the college’s strategic plan in 
which we set out our commit¬

Higher apprenticeships fail to sink in 


A WORRYING lack of under¬ 
standing of apprenticeships 
has been uncovered in a recent 
survey. 

It found nearly two-thirds of 
parents quizzed in the south 
east (63 per cent) do not 
understand apprenticeships 
enough to explain them to their 
child. 

And it could harpoon the 
Government’s hopes of seeing 
higher apprenticeships being 
seen as on a par with univer¬ 


sity degrees. 

The study found 81 per cent 
of parents are unaware a 
higher apprenticeship is a 
university-level qualification, 
while parents also misjudged 
the financial benefits of these 
programmes. 

Some 73 per cent underesti¬ 
mated the amount that a 
young person's lifetime 
earnings are boosted by doing 
such a qualification - with the 
same number believing the 


starting salary for a young 
person doing a higher appren¬ 
ticeship at a firm like KPMG to 
be significantly lower than the 
actual £20,000. 

The research comes from 
the Association of Accounting 
Technicians (AAT) which 
quizzed more than 1,000 
members of the website 
Netmums. Jane Scott Paul, 
AAT chief executive, said: "We 
have a long way to go to 
change parents' views." 
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Manston targets ‘relief role and 
more freight to boost business

MANSTON Airport has staked a claim for a ma¬ 
jor role in the easing of the south east’s aviation 
capacity after calling for it to be designated the of¬ 
ficial ‘reliever airport’ for Heathrow and Gatwick. 

And it wants to see more freight services com¬ 
ing in and out of the east Kent airfield, while also 
pushing the case for the high-speed rail line to be 
extended to provide super-fast access to London. 

It also says reducing Air Passenger Duty for 
regional airports would go a long way to help 
fuel the growth of the airport. 

The Thanet site, which earlier this year saw the 
launch of a daily service to Amsterdam by KLM, 
believes it could welcome up to 10 million pas¬ 
sengers a year by 2033, and up to 16m passen¬ 
gers and one million tonnes of freight by 2050. 

This would be achieved by taking low-cost 
passenger and freight traffic from the region’s 
congested airports and providing a maintenance 
repair and overhaul service for the south east. 

The long-term plans form part of the airport’s 
submission to the Davies Commission - the inde¬ 
pendent, government-appointed committee led 
by the economist Sir Howard Davies. 

It is examining the situation with regard to the 
south east aviation issue and taking submissions 
from all those involved. 

Among them so far has been London Mayor 
Boris Johnson, who called for an airport to be 
built on the Isle of Grain, and Gatwick Airport, 
which outlined plans for a second runway. 

Charles Buchanan, chief executive of Manston 
Airport, said: “There’s been much discussion 
about the construction of new runways at Hea¬ 
throw, Gatwick, Stansted, and plans for a 
four-runway hub airport on the Isle of Grain or 
in the Thames Estuary. 

“One of the key challenges facing the commis¬ 
sion is how they tackle the issue of deliverability, 
and it is therefore vital the potential of the small¬ 
er regional airports in the south east of England 
is given serious consideration. 

“Most acknowledge no new runways will be 
delivered within 10 or 15 years, if not longer. 

“The real danger is the competitiveness of the 
south east and London will be compromised, so 
it is essential that in the interim we make the 
best use of those runways and airports that have 
already been built. 

“Manston is available for growth now.” 


As a ‘reliever airport’ for London, Manston 
would operate in the same way that Stewart, 
White Plans, McArthur and Atlantic City 
airports do serving the New York state area ena¬ 
bling the airports of JFK, La Guardia and Newark 
to operate to maximum efficiency. 

It would mean services being scheduled to 
come into Manston. 

Manston’s chief is also looking to build on its 
freight trade. 

Mr Buchanan added: “Last year Heathrow 
handled 2,378 dedicated freight charters. These 
could be redirected to Manston to act as a dedi¬ 
cated south east freight hub, thereby freeing up 
important capacity at the UK’s busiest airport.” 

As part of the proposals, Manston has also 
outlined how it could support development be¬ 
yond the airport’s perimeter fence. 

In addition to the currently planned upgrading 
of the railway line between Ashford and Ram¬ 
sgate, the airport is proposing that a new 140mph 
high-speed line be constructed by 2030, along 
the North Kent Coast from Ebbsfleet, connecting 
the Medway Towns with the airport and Ram¬ 
sgate, a distance of approximately 40 miles. 

Mr Buchanan added: “Putting Manston with¬ 
in 45 minutes by train of London, as well as 


Stratford, Ebbsfleet and other key Kent, Med¬ 
way, and south east London commuter towns, 
would significantly improve the connectivity of 
the airport within its natural catchment area, 
and strengthen the overall resilience of the re¬ 
gion’s airport network. 

“By investing in high-speed rail services on 
the north Kent line, Manston could be developed 
to handle in excess of 20 million passengers per 
year, at a cost significantly below the costs associ¬ 
ated with adding runways at other airports. More 
importantly it would also capture substantial di¬ 
rect benefits for the Kent, as well as the wider 
national, economy.” 

It has also drafted up an ‘Airport Campus’ 
scheme, included within the submission to the 
commission. This would provide a mix of com¬ 
mercial development, education facilities with a 
focus on supporting the aviation industry, ho¬ 
tels, conference facilities, and an integrated resi¬ 
dential village and associated retail space. 

Mr Buchanan concluded: “When measured 
against the commission’s criteria of deliverabili¬ 
ty, operational viability, cost and economic im¬ 
pact, we believe that Manston is well placed to 
play its part in meeting the demand for airport 
capacity now.”

Hopes high as tribunal 
fees kick into force

Retailer climbs into 
Westwood Cross

complex Westwood Cross. 

It has leased a 3,000sq ft unit at The Link. It 
will sit alongside other retailers such as Smyths 
Toys, Hobby craft, Mamas & Papas, Poundland 
and Phones4u. 

Just 3,400sq ft remains unsold on the site in 
Broadstairs. 

Hotel part of £223m 
nationwide revamp 

THE Canterbury Chaucer Central Travelodge 
has become one of the first in the nationwide 
chain of 500 hotels to undergo a major 
refurbishment. 

The 60-room hotel, which was opened in 
2011 on Ivy Lane, has been refurbished in one 
week. It is part of a company-wide brand 
investment of £223 million this year, to help 
further grow the business. 

Record-breaking trips 
fuel Eurotunnel joy 

EUROTUNNEL’S Le Shuttle got off to a flying 
start to the summer holidays with record figures 
last weekend. 

Between Thursday, July 25 and Sunday, July 
28, it transported a total of 33,280 cars from 
Folkestone to Calais. 

The Friday was the busiest day, with 10,347 
passenger vehicles carried through the 
high-speed tunnel to Coquelles.

Pantiles building returning to former glories 


TUNBRIDGE Wells' historic Pantiles 
is set for a new tenant after planning 
permission was granted for a 
Champagne and seafood bar. 

The project is the latest 
brainchild of Matthew Sankey, who 
already runs the popular Sankey's 
fishmongers and bar in the town, 
and is now looking to expand. 

Tunbridge Wells Borough 
Council has given the go-ahead for 
a plan to turn the Old Fish Market 
buiLding into the new venture. 

The buiLding is currently occupied 
by the tourist information centre, 
but that intends to move out soon. 

The redevelopment of the 
buiLding will include glass windows 
on three sides - which will make 


other businesses and shops in the 
area more visible. 

Mr Sankey was advised by Lee 
Reeves-Perrin, a partner at the 
town's law firm, CooperBurnett. 

He explained: "It is not easy to 
obtain a new premises Licence, 
given the overt intensification of 
Licensable activities, such as supply 
of alcohol and the inherent impact 
that such activities Late into the 
night will have on the Locality. 

"Matthew's application was an 
exception, given the concept and 
the rejuvenation of this historic 
building which has, until very 
recently, had a connection with 
the sale of fish. Getting it up and 
running again as a fish restaurant 


makes perfect sense." 

News of the development of the 
Old Fish Market caused some of 
the building's neighbours on the 
Pantiles concern. 

Mr Reeves-Perrin said: "There 
were a couple of interested parties 
in attendance on the day of the 
sub-committee, but once they read 
our submissions and understood 
what Matthew was trying to 
achieve, they seemed much happier. 

"He has agreed, for instance, to 
stop the use of external tables and 
chairs at 11pm each night." 

Mr Sankey has also committed to 
training staff in dealing with noise to 
ensure other traders on the parade 
are not disturbed, as well as getting 


involved with the Pantiles Traders 
- a group which has gone a long 
way to breathing new Life into the 
site over recent years. 

It has been behind projects such as 
vintage fairs and Local food markets 
which have attracted thousands. 

The Old Fish Market buiLding was 
constructed around 1745 and was 
associated with the supply and sale 
of fish, shellfish and poultry for years. 

The buiLding was largely rebuilt 
in 1895 with three open fronts, 
enabling the stalls to display fish, 
poultry and game. 

Macfisheries took over the buiLding 
in 1930 and continued trading fish 
untiL 1946, when it became a shop 
selling china and glass.

Lexus IS out to tax rivals’ sales

DIESELS have been dropped from the Lexus 
range and the Japanese premium brand will 
now sell mostly hybrids in the UK. 

The decision comes with the arrival of the third 
generation IS (from £26,49 5) a model that has 
struggled to challenge the German giants of the 
compact executive sector; the BMW 3 Series, 
Audi A4 and Mercedes-Benz C-Class - all highly 
regarded for their tax-saving diesels. 

Last time around, the IS did offer a diesel, but 
the sales didn’t come and Lexus can argue 
rightly: “Well, we tried it their way and now we 
want to try it ours.” 

So, with petrol-electric hybrids already the 
mainstay of the brand’s line-up, the new IS also 
goes hybrid. 

A conventional IS 250 series option is offered 
for petrol diehards, but the 178bhp 2.5-litre 
petrol and 141bhp electric IS 300h powertrain 
will spearhead sales. When both powerplants are 
asked to combine their efforts, the driver then has 
an impressive 220bhp on tap, with good low 
down acceleration. This is delivered smoothly, 
except for a tailored sound track emulating the 
engine note if you accelerate hard - Lexus seems 
to admit that sporty drivers might not like the 
car’s quietness and refinement. 

They might enjoy the way the car handles 
though; it has the best chassis yet on an IS and 
its tautness may worry its German rivals. 

But the car’s trump card is ownership 
advantages that Lexus says are unmatched by 
any 2.0-litre diesel equivalents in the premium 
saloon market, thanks to low maintenance and 
running costs, good residual value forecasts, 
and to tax benefits and incentives from the 
hybrid powertrain. 

The ultimate version here is in entry level SE 
trim (from £29,495), offering an official 
combined cycle figure of 65.7mpg, plus road 
tax-exempt 99gm/km C02, though even the 
higher spec Luxury (from £30,995) and 
Premier (from £38,495) grade hybrid model 
emit just 103gm, with the more driver-orientat¬ 
ed L Sport (from £33,495) - riding on bigger 
tyres - emitting 109g/km; all of these other 
300h versions escape road tax in year one and 
incur just £20 a year thereafter. 

As ever from Lexus, standard equipment is 
unusually generous and includes a storming 
sound system, while the dashboard is all quality. 

The new car is far more eye-catching than its 
predecessor, with an unusual ‘twisted’ sill said 
to aid aerodynamics. The car’s wider stance 
gives a bolder and sportier look, complementing 
the new Lexus corporate front end, while also 
delivering tangible benefits to the rear-driven 
car’s on-road poise. The newcomer has a longer 
wheelbase too, delivering far more rear 
legroom, and a bigger boot. 

Our car was a striking pearlescent black 
Luxury 300h, loaned by Lexus Canterbury, but 
I was even more taken with a white L-Sport also 
at the dealership.

REMEMBER when three-door versions of family 
hatchbacks were the poor relation to their 
better-selling five-door sisters? 

When those starting on the corporate ladder 
and lucky enough to get a company car at all, 
had to make do with a poverty spec three-door? 

It’s all changed now. 

The tendency now is to create an up-spec sex¬ 
ier coupe-style three-door model with tenuous 
styling links to the five-door, taken closer to the 
extreme by the latest Kia Proceed (from£l 7,495) 
and including Kia’s new perfromance flagship 
bargain, the Proceed GT (from £19,995). 

As the name suggests, the Proceed is a racier 
spin-off from the Korean marque’s Ceed five- 
door and its Sportswagon estate variant. 

Kia design supremo Peter Schreyer - who trans¬ 
formed the brand’s line-up - said of his latest crea¬ 
tion: “With its distinctive, dynamic proportions, 
muscular stance and athletic lines, this ‘coupe’ 
follows a very different visual path to the Ceed. 
It’s a completely different car on every level.” 

He’s right and it's yet another reminder of 
how far Kia has come in just five years. 

Apart from the corporate front end, little of the 
Ceed’s looks are carried over to the Proceed’s 
low slung and thoroughly European lines, 
featuring a bold crease on the flanks and rakish 
side windows, highlighted in chrome. 

With the exception of perhaps Vauxhall’s 
Astra three-door spin-off, the GTC, the looks 
outclass anything else in the family hatch three- 
door sector. The roof, sides, and rear are all new 
yet the car shares the Ceed’s external dimen¬ 
sions, but for its height being 40mm lower than 
its five-door sibling. 

And yet practicality is improved compared to 
the previous car: boot storage is up 40 litres to 
380 litres - the same as the five-door Ceed - and 
up 15 litres to 1,225 litres once the 60:40 split 
rear seats are folded down, and with more

storage beneath the boot floor. 

Out on the road there’s more good news, with 
a nicely judged balance between sporty han¬ 
dling and ride quality and if you need more of the 
former then check out the affordable GT. 

There are just the two trim levels below that - S 
and SE - but with generous standard kit including 
LED daytime running lights, fog lights, ‘puddle’ 
lights built into the colour-coded door mirrors, 
high-level rear spoiler with integrated LED brake 
light, LED rear tail lights, chrome-tipped oval ex¬ 
haust, leather trimmed steering wheel, gear le¬ 
ver and handbrake, cruise control, steering 
wheel mounted controls, air con, iPod and USB 
connectivity, Bluetooth, and reversing sensors. 

The car also comes with Kia’s Flex Steer sys¬ 
tem, offering Normal, Comfort or Sport steering 
modes, plus a full complement of safety aids and 
Kia’s usual seven-year/100,000 miles warranty. 


There are two ‘standard’ engine options for 
now: a 1.6-litre petrol and 1.6-litre turbodiesel 
with Intelligent Stop & Go (ISG). Six-speed man¬ 
ual transmission is standard, with the option of a 
six-speed Dual Clutch Transmission (auto/man¬ 
ual) ‘box on the 1.6 GDi SE (£20,795). 

Which to go for? The 200bhp turbocharged 
GT wins as a useable performance car; it’s not 
the hottest in its sector, but it’s always a pleasure 
to drive whatever the conditions. If you want 
something more economical then the smooth 
diesel tested here is the one to go for. 

Sadly, the problem for most people is still the 
Kia badge, but they need to get over it. The Ceed 
and Proceed are up there with the best and, ar¬ 
guably, have far more style. Better still, that war¬ 
ranty is both an insurance and a sign of Kia’s 
faith in the product - a message that is building 
second-hand values and demand.

ENCOURAGING data released 
for the UK economy this week 
underlines a feel-good factor 
already evident in the coun¬ 
try’s new car registrations - a 
barometer for business and 
consumer confidence.

MOST WANTED: Renault’s 
newly-launched Captur 
crossover would meet 
the SMMT's definition of

for the first half of the year and 
a 21.3 per cent rise in June 
alone. 

Motorists switching to more 
fuel-efficient cars is part of that 
trend and this helped reduce 
average new car C02 emis¬ 
sions to 129.1g/km in early

SMMT spokesman Mike 
Baunton claimed this was “a 
clear indicator that manufac¬ 
turers and dealers are deliver¬ 
ing desirable new products 
with tangible cost savings from 
the latest fuel-efficient technol¬ 
ogy, coupled to a wide variety 
of competitive finance offers.” 

He added: “While there are 
still potential challenges 
ahead, recent robust growth 
suggests that the market is on 
course to perform well ahead of 
2012 levels.” 
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Trend for the small 
continues, but the 
crossover is rising 


THINKING small continues to influence buyers’ 
new car choice; the once dominant family sa¬ 
loon/company car sector of 20 years ago has 
been ousted first by the family hatchback and 
now the supermini. 

Soaring fuel and insurance costs and greater 
environmental awareness have been key fac¬ 
tors, but government pressure through punitive 
road tax on larger cars, plus ever more stylish 
small cars have delivered a combined 40 
per cent market share to the supermini and the 
city car. 

Family hatchbacks are still the number two 


choice with around 25 per cent of registrations. 

It might not be long though before family 
hatchbacks are under threat too from the new 
kid on the block, the crossover. 

As the name implies, this straddles several 
sectors by being part family hatch, part MPV 
(multi-purpose vehicle) or people carrier, and 
part SUV (sports utility vehicle) - cars like the 
Hyundai ix35, Kia Sportage, Renault Captur, 
Citroen C3 Picasso and Peugeot 3008. 

In the meantime, registration figures so far 
this year from the motor industry mouthpiece, 
the SMMT, show how superminis (S) and family 
hatchbacks (H) still rule the UK top 10:

Some wild colours can suit certain

sporty little numbers, while Honda has 1 
also been adventurous with red and 
yellow on its Civic and Jazz models. 

And playing safe can be a turn-off to 
some buyers too, so here is a colour 
league table from the SMMT - the mo¬ 
tor trade body - plus some pros and 
cons: 


Black (24.7 per cent) is the peren¬ 
nial favourite, but looks dirty 3 
quickly and shows little scratches 
or the swirling effect left by over¬ 
use of mechanical car washes. 

2 Silver (21.4) is still riding high

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FINALLY the UK’s sunshine arrives, so 
maybe it’s time to shop for that dream 
convertible after all. 

And it is peculiarly British to aspire to 
open-top motoring, when we are supposed 
to have Europe’s most unreliable weather. 

But maybe getting the top down is more 
important to us when the opportunity 
comes so rarely. 

Then there’s the heritage factor; mar¬ 
kets all around the globe bought into 
the affordable British open-top motoring 
phenomenon as our carmakers were ex¬ 
horted to export and pull the country out 
of the post-World War Two depression. 

But it was still a niche market and, as 
the UK car industry declined, companies 
felt they could not divert valuable research 
and development into replacements. 

Classics like the MGB were allowed to 
become outmoded, and the few imported 
convertibles tended to be flaky or exorbi¬ 
tant luxuries. 

Then Mazda created the MX-5 in the late 
1980s, inspired by Triumphs and MGs, but 
offering a balance and reliability they 
could not emulate - the market took off 
again. 

As more convertibles arrived, so the 
quality of weather and sound insulation 
improved and heated-glass rear screens 
became the norm. Some premium models 
also came with an electrically-raised/low- 
ered roof. 

And then Mercedes-Benz made head¬ 
lines by launching the folding hardtop 
two-seat SLK roadster in 1996. 

Others rushed to copy the idea as many 
buyers realised that their dream convertible 
could also be a car for all seasons; one you 
could even claim as your company car.

Families in favour of more space travel 


FAMILY-SIZE cars have seen their sales 
decimated fast in the past few years. 

The downsizing trend hasn’t 
helped, but some people still want 
space and they also want something a 
bit different. 

And that has fostered the rise of 
three new car types that didn’t really 
exist a few years ago: the people carrier 
or MPV (multipurpose vehicle), SUV 
(sports utility vehicle) and crossover. 

As you might expect, the last has a 
little of everything, drawn from the 
family hatchback, SUV and MPV. 

Citroen, particularly, has created a 
family of versatile and capacious cars 
under the Picasso label - appropriate 


when you consider that one of 
the great Spanish artist’s periods was 
Cubism. 

French brand mate Peugeot has 
done something similar by launching 
a double-oh series, begun by the 3008 
crossover model but joined more re¬ 
cently by the luxurious 5008 MPV 
and, a few weeks ago, the 2008 junior 
crossover. 

The jokers in the pack here are Ko¬ 
rean sister brands, Kia and Hyundai, 
which leapt into contention in this sec¬ 
tor with their Sportage and ix3 5 SUV 
cum crossover models respectively. 

Renault started the whole MPV 
thing and offers one of the best known 


models, the Scenic. The line-up di¬ 
vides into five and seven seaters - the 
latter being dubbed Grand Scenics - 
but now also includes the XMOD vari¬ 
ant with more rugged potential 
thanks to a special traction control on 
its front wheels. 

Another comprehensive MPV 
brand is Vauxhall.

IT WASN’T meant to be this way, but going 
green saves money. 

Many new models not only help to offset ever- 
rising fuel bills, but also lower or even remove 
road tax bills altogether. 

The latest tax bandings range from zero for 
cars with the lowest C02 emissions (below 
lOOg/km), up to £1,065 a year for gas guzzling 
limos or 4x4s. 

Naturally, anyone spending £50,000- 
100,000 on a car won’t worry about small 
change like that, but most of us like saving a 
few quid on fuel and tax while also doing our bit 
for the environment. 

Longer term, electric cars may be the answer, 
but battery technology must catch up and the 
emissions argument for electric is misleading. 

Until we have zero emission power stations, 
electric cars simply transfer the C02 and nox¬ 
ious gas output from exhaust pipe to belching 
chimney. Production of hydrogen to power our 
cars raises a similar dilemma. 

Are hybrids the answer then? Toyota, Honda 
and Peugeot lead here, pairing conventional 
engines with electric power and batteries. 

But hybrids tend to be dearer upfront, while 
conventional internal combustion engine 
running costs and emissions are dropping and 
efficiency increasing. 

In fact, things are moving so fast you marvel at 
what government prodding has achieved. 

Most carmakers now have an eco sub brand: 


Hyundai offers Blue Drive, Seat has Ecomotive, 
and Skoda has Greenline. 

But weigh potential long-term savings against 
upfront cost - if you don’t cover enough miles to 


make the fuel savings offset the eco car’s pur¬ 
chase price, conventional alternatives may be a 
better bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol cars either; the higher 


price of diesels and the fuel at the pumps must be 
compared with new small capacity low emis¬ 
sion/ consumption yet lively turbocharged petrol 
engines.

MODERN cars are far more forgiving and com¬ 
fortable than they were just a few years ago. 

But much less can be done by the DIY me¬ 
chanic; keeping the car in reliable, correct and 
safe condition is now a job for the professional. 

Unfortunately, this means owners often ig¬ 
nore problems for too long and stretch servicing 
beyond the recommended parameters, also 
endangering the warranty and provenance of 
the vehicle when you come to sell, so: 

■ Stick to the service record; get it serviced at 
the correct mileages or annually and ensure 
the servicing book is stamped up, although 
some motor marques are switching to cen¬ 
tralised digital records so that a car’s servic¬ 
ing record is always available if required. 


Read the warranty document thoroughly to 
ensure there are no possible pitfalls that 
could endanger the guarantee.

Cowdrey ready to 
carve out a career 
of his own after 
T20 breakthrough

IT is hard enough for a young cricketer to make 
his way in the modern game, even more so when 
your surname brings with it a great weight of ex¬ 
pectation. 

Fabian Cowdrey though is aiming to become a 
recognisable sportsman in his own right after his 
father and grandfather both captained Kent and 
England while his uncle also was a mainstay in 
the county’s side in his time. 

It would be too cruel to demand the same from 
the former Tonbridge School pupil who has 
made the most of his opportunities in Kent’s T20 
campaign this season when team performances 
were not exactly forthcoming. 

It could all have been a different story though 
had the 20-year-old not given up university to 
pursue his career in the game, which last month 
saw him playing in front of 25,000 fans at the 
Kia Oval against Surrey. 

Those experiences are the reason why he de¬ 
cided to concentrate on his cricket career which 
has gone up a gear this season through hard 
graft in the second XI. 

“It’s certainly a different kind of pressure play¬ 
ing in the second XI, it’s a proving yourself pres¬ 
sure, ” he said. “In the first team you know you’re 
there on merit and being picked for a reason. It’s 
harder if you’re not getting selected and you’re 
desperate to play. 

“There’s always a level of frustration that 
you’re putting in performances and not getting 
selected. I would be lying if I said I wasn’t frus¬ 
trated at not being given a go at some point. It’s 
come at the right time. I’m thankful I got put in 
when I was in good form and I’m very grateful 
for all the opportunities I’ve had.” 

Cowdrey was at Cardiff University where he 
played with the MCCU until going full-time with 
Kent earlier this year. 


“I went to Cardiff to try to salvage a degree and 
concentrate on my cricket with the MCCU, but I 
realised cricket was all I ever wanted to do,” he 
said. 

“Originally I had a gap year out and decided to 
concentrate on cricket, but then I thought I 
would give university a chance for a year. I de¬ 
cided just before my exams - it wasn’t a coinci¬ 
dence - that I would give cricket a full go and so 
far it’s been the right decision. I did English and 
then swapped to a less academic degree and 
went into sports management. After cricket it 
might have helped but I will never know. ” 

With his background, cricket would seem the 
obvious option but he is adamant it was never 
thrust upon him. 

“My family never forced it upon me,” he said. 
“No-one put a bat in my hand. I loved all sports 
and it just happened that cricket was what I en¬ 
joyed. With heritage like mine there’s also added 
pressure, but it’s what you make it. I’m ignoring 
all that external stuff. 

“It’s nice to talk to my dad about it. When you 
first start out everyone mentions it and asks 
what it’s like but you grow accustomed to it. I’m 
just ignoring all that and concentrating on cre¬ 
ating a path for myself. 

“My idol was always Viv Richards. My dad 
didn’t enjoy hearing that, but he was awesome.” 

He is not alone in making great strides into the 
first XI, with his opening partner Daniel Bell- 
Drummond, Sam Billings and Alex Blake all get¬ 
ting their chance this season. 

“It’s easier when you’ve got other lads in the 
side who are young and a blend of senior players 
who can support you through it,” he said. “If it 
was a single-man sport like golf, it would be a 
more difficult transition. But you know they’re 
feeling the same way and it eases things a bit. 

“We’ve got a bunch of friends who enjoy each 
other doing well and it’s a nice environment to 
be in.”

Colin, Chris, Graham: The Cowdrey dynasty 


WHEN it comes to cricketing families the 
Cowdreys are incomparable. 

Young Fabian's grandfather, Colin 
Cowdrey, later Lord Cowdrey of Tonbridge, 
was a household name across the globe, 
playing for Kent in their glory years from 
1950-1976, and becoming the first player to 
break the 100 Tests mark for England. 

He eventually played 114 Tests and made 
a record-equalling 22 centuries, later passed 
by Alastair Cook. 

He made 7,624 runs at an average of 
44.06, which at the time made him England's 
most prolific batsman. 

He was a part of six tours to Australia and 
captained England on 27 occasions but was 
unable to keep the post full-time, while also 
skippering Kent. 


His son, and Fabian's father, Chris Cowdrey 
broke into Kent's first team the year Lord 
Cowdrey retired in 1976. 

Following impressive performances for 
Kent, he was called up by England in 1984 
and had to wait a further four years before 
his only other call-up in the infamous 
summer of four captains in 1988 when he 
skippered England for one match. 

It meant he became part of the second 
father and son combination to captain the 
country. 

Fabian’s uncle and Chris' younger brother 
Graham also played for Kent between 1984 
and 1998. He retired aged 34 with a first 
class average of 34.73. A steady county 
player, he did not hit the heights of his 
brother or father.

Gills are under no pressure when it 
comes to transfers, says chairman 

The new season is upon us and so is the countdown to the end of the transfer window, Greg 
Miles talks to Gillingham chairman Paul Scally about the club’s transfer policy and squad size

THERE is an emphasis on quality over quantity 
at Gillingham this summer with chairman Paul 
Scally not expecting a flurry of late arrivals. 

Martin Allen and Scally have been toiling 
away since well before the Gills clinched the 
League Two title in May on a list of potential re¬ 
cruits. So far four in Bayo Akinfenwa, Cody Mc¬ 
Donald, Antonio German and Amine Linganzi 
have come through the door. 

Adam Birchall departed this week, albeit on 
loan, to free up some space in the wage budget, 
while Charlie Lee, who was also thought to be 
surplus to requirements, looks like staying. 

It means Allen will start the season with one of 
the smallest squads in the league with just 17 
professionals on his books. That group includes 
just the one keeper in Stuart Nelson. 

The division’s big guns like Sheffield United 
have 31 squad-listed players, while even fellow 
promoted side Port Vale have 23 bodies in their 
first team. 

Scally insists there is no pressure to add to that 
number before the transfer window closes on 
August 31, although the door is always open to 
additions. 

“There’s no rush or pressure on us to do busi¬ 
ness and we will do it in our own time. We are 
looking at opportunities all the time,” he said. 
“We have got the basis of a very good squad. 

“It’s about quality, not quantity, and we are 
happy with the quality. The loan market is avail¬ 
able for us. We have used it before and will no 
doubt use it again. It will come about as and 
when needed, and will be down to how we are 
performing. It depends on a lot of things. 

“The Cody transfer took four or five weeks, or 
maybe even six weeks, that was a long one. Bayo 
was not so long and neither was Amine, so we 
are happy with that. 

“We may bring in another one or two yet. But 
we haven’t got anything to report as yet. There’s 
never a full squad, there is always one more (space). 
We’ve not got an idea who that might be yet. 

“We always have a whole list of potentials and 
we sign some of them. Deals can’t be done some¬ 
times for a variety of reasons, but we are happy 


with where we are. It’s always frustrating be¬ 
cause players and agents and clubs are away, 
but it’s not been any different to any other year.” 

Although Lee had been in talks with League 
Two Southend United the move failed to materi¬ 
alise and now the former Peterborough United 
man could stay and play his part. 

“Charlie Lee is very much a part of our squad. 
Southend dragged their heals and I’m glad he’s 
staying,” said Scally. “We don’t need to bring 
anyone in to fill Charlie’s position. He could still 
go, but it looks unlikely, and we are happy for 
him to stay.” 


While transfers might have been at the fore¬ 
front of fans’ minds this summer there has also 
been a lot of work taking place off the pitch at the 
club. But contrary to belief, the promotion to 
League One does not bring with it a massive fi¬ 
nancial gain meaning the Gills were never going 
to be big spenders this summer. 

“It’s been busy, there have been a lot of things 
we have been working on; products and ideas,” 
said Scally. “There has been a lot of work behind 
the scenes. 

“We have brought out improved systems. We 
have got new commercial staff joining us. We 


have got new structures, new pricing, new eve¬ 
rything. 

“I don’t think there is a lot of difference, the 
income is the same. People think it is a big pot 
but it’s not. It is if you can get in the champion¬ 
ship. 

“We are just trying to build and have as suc¬ 
cessful a season as we can. We understand it will 
be tough, but we will approach it in the same 
way as last season.”
